"My immediate reaction was, ‘We need to own this—it’s a bigger opportunity than the students 
probably realize," he recalls with a laugh. "Shortly after, I restructured our program budget to 
find money to help get them to the AIAS event. That allowed us to make the sketches the focus 
of a silent auction to raise funds for a new international study program for Dunwoody 
architecture students."

DOWNTOWN MINNEAPOLIS IN THE 1970s 
Photographs by Mike Evangelist

In the early 1970s, Mike Evangelist created remarkable photographs 


of everyday events in downtown Minneapolis. The city was smaller and 
more homogeneous then. The IDS was new, and billboards for Schweigert 
Meats and the neon Nankin sign lit up sidewalk life. Evangelist was only 


17, an introverted teen from New Brighton who made street photos 
between 3:00 and 4:30 PM. before he had to show up for work 
at the downtown post office. 


Forty years later, after digitizing his negatives and slides, Evangelist 
posted them on the Facebook page of Old Minneapolis. His work 
Was soon discovered by history buffs—and MinnPost columnist Andy 
Sturdevant, who would team with Evangelist to assemble this book. 
Sturdevant's opening essay evokes a warm day on Hennepin Avenue 
in March 1972 when the high-art and X-rated A Clockwork Orange 
opened at the Downtown World Theater. Evangelist was likely there, 
photographing streetscapes when more stores were local and he 
was still too young to see the Stanley Kubrick film.

In 1947, when Bette Hammel graduated from the University of Minnesota 
with a degree in journalism, it was hard for women to break into reporting. 
Hammel took a different route, working in radio, TV, and advertising. This 
volume highlights the second chapter of her career, which began when she 
married architect Richard Hammel, a founder of architecture firm Hammel, 
Green and Abrahamson (HGA), and became fascinated with architecture. 


She opens the book by relating how four of Richard's peers—Bruce 
Abrahamson, John Rauma, James Stageberg, and Leonard Parker—bought 
land together in northern Wisconsin. Though fierce competitors, they were 
also friends, designing their neighboring cabins in a complementary modern 
idiom. After her husband's untimely death in 1986, Hammel began writing 
for Architecture MN and national design magazines. She later moved on to 
writing richly illustrated books on residential architecture in the Twin Cities. 
Recounted at a reporter's lively pitch, Hammel's memoir is the story of her 
enduring love affair with architecture—and of the places and designers 

she met along the way.

You've spent a lot of time over the course of 
your career in the Northeast, Upper Midwest, 
and Pacific Northwest. What, if anything, 
distinguishes Minnesota from other parts of 
the country in terms of the conversation around 
sustainability?

I'd say that in Minnesota we more often 

connect the idea of sustainability to business 
and economics. At least in my experience, people

Alexandria might soon be facing an over- 
enrollment problem at its new high school. 
As one local resident remarked after a tour 

of the dynamic, daylit structure: Why would 
anyone ever want to graduate? "It's still the 
best compliment we've gotten," laughs John 
Pfluger, AIA, design principal at Cuningham 
Group Architecture, Inc., in Minneapolis. 

“He also said it was like going into the future— 
like time travel." 


The $70 million Alexandria Area High School 

is being held up nationally as a model for school 
design in the 21st century. Delegations from 
more than 60 cities have toured the facility 
since it opened in fall 2014. What they're seeing 
is a building that's open and transparent, with 
every element smartly designed to facilitate 
collaborative learning. The building also serves 
as a social hub for the vibrant city of 12,000. 
There's hardly a night when a community 

group isn't using the building, says principal 
Chad Duwenhoegger. 
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Above and left: The commons-the building’s heart 
and soul-receives natural light from the north, south, 


and west throughout the day. At dusk, it becomes 
a community lantern. 


Opposite: A stair landing above the commons evokes 
the feeling of standing on a dock overlooking a lake. 
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Daylighting continues in the learning areas. "You always 
have light from above," says architect John Pfluger, AIA. 

"You're bathed in light wherever you go in the building." 
Classrooms have operable windows, and transparent 
modular wall systems offer flexibility. 
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It's quite a turnabout from a decade ago, when 
Alexandria residents rejected a bond issue for 
a new high school. After an exacting post- 
mortem, school officials realized they hadn't 
involved the community in the project. There 
was no buy-in, no sense of ownership—and 
hence no understanding of the benefits a new 
school could bring. 


This time around, Cuningham Group led 
community design charrettes, including 
an intensive three-day workshop with more 
than 100 participants. The process culminated 
in a design presentation to the community. 

"| credit Cuningham with making it an inclusive 
process," says Duwenhoegger. "We pretty much 
got what we wanted. We don't have people 
coming in saying, '| wish we had this or that. 


What the community wanted—and got— 

is a building that functions as a true learning 
village. A soaring community commons at 

the heart of the school encourages informal 
collaboration, while teaching areas are flexible 
and easily shifted from one activity to another. 


"The school has a sophisticated blend of spaces— 


big, medium, and small—to help support 
a dynamic learning program," says Pfluger. 


Alexandria is the hub of a major resort area, 


and residents wanted the school to be friendly, 
comfortable, and beautiful. They also wanted 
it to be sustainable—the project earned LEED 
Silver certification. 


From the community commons, whose drama 
derives from repeating glulam (glue-laminated

sublime and discrete beauty in music that you 
can't achieve in conversation," he says. Music, 
drama, and dance, he notes, all open up new 
ways of asking questions and exploring the 
human experience. 


The school recently reinforced its commitment 
to this mode of learning with the crisply modern 
Huss Center for the Performing Arts, designed 
by HGA Architects and Engineers. Housing 

a 650-seat theater, large multipurpose room, 
scene shop, and arts commons, the 36,000- 


square-foot addition gives young SPA performers 
a state-of-the-art creative home while also 
forming a lively new gateway to the campus. 


Those students give the Huss Center high 
marks for its technical excellence and flexibility, 
but several say there's an additional design 
quality that encourages their artistic risk-taking: 
a sense of intimacy. "It doesn't feel like l'm 
stepping into the ‘world of performance’ or 
some grandiose environment,” one young 

actor explains. “It's wonderful to have such 

an amazing home to perform in.” 
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The west elevation reveals the Huss Center's 
playful contrast of light and dark materials 
with varying transparency. Below: The light- 
filled Redleaf Arts Commons serves as both 
corridor and student lounge. 


Character and Context 

Neighbors and passersby are no doubt equally 
impressed. The addition stretches along 
Randolph Avenue as a series of boxes clad in thin, 
stack-bond face brick, with playfully arranged 
large windows. The architects lined the other 
two sides of the expansion—the sides heavily 
trafficked by students—with a system of white 
perforated aluminum screens that angle out to 
reveal glimpses of the red-painted precast panels 
beneath. The eye-catching screens lighten the 
visual weight of the building; the brick allows it 
to achieve subtle harmony with a campus whose 


varied styles—from Tudor Revival to modernist 
and beyond—tell the story of 20th-century 
American architecture. 


HGA's Tim Carl, FAIA, describes the challenge 

of respecting both the scale of the campus and 
its architectural legacies. "We had to respond 

to [the 1971 modernist expansion by] Ben 
Thompson,” he says, "and we didn't want to 
create faux Gothic." With a tight schedule, Carl 
worked with Nancy Blankfard, AIA, and a small 
group of young designers to explore options for 
the plan and the massing. Ultimately, the HGA 
team placed the theater with its soaring fly space

The volume at the Huss Center's prominent 
northwest corner, on Randolph, contains the 
Driscoll Family Commons, a large, 24-foot- 
high room that plays multiple roles: classroom, 
rehearsal studio, black-box theater, and event 
space. Curtains can be drawn to achieve full 
blackout, or they can be opened for visual 
connections to the neighborhood. Similarly 
adaptable and nearly as lofty is the gallery-like 
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Aerial view showing the addition’s varied 
massing of program areas (see floor plan below) 
and relation to the existing campus. 


The 650-seat theater is accented with warm African 
cherry wood and backlit wall screens.

Redleaf Arts Commons, which extends from the 
main entry along the south edge of the addition. 


But the real drama can be found in the theater, 
where the audience is enveloped in warm colors 
and a rich layering of materials. The architects 
selected African cherry wood for doors, railings, 
and armrests, and they lightly veiled the red wall 
panels and adjustable red acoustical curtains 
with perforated aluminum screens similar to 
those used outside. A cohesive lighting concept 
developed by HGA and theater specialists 
Schuler Shook brings it all to life. 


“We worked with Schuler Shook's Paul Whitaker 


to integrate LED lights into the perforated 
screens," says project architect Daniel Yudchitz, 
AIA. "The character of the space is transformed 
as light washes across the metal screens, 
curtains, and painted concrete." 


With a flexible proscenium stage, a movable 
orchestra shell, two catwalks, and versatile 
lighting and sound systems, the theater is 
equipped to host an array of events, including

THE STORY OF HOW 
A RALPH RAPSON- 
DESIGNED COTTAGE 
IN CHANHASSEN, 
MINNESOTA, HAS 
ENDURED AS A 
MIDCENTURY JEWEL 


Shortly after Ralph Rapson arrived in the 

Twin Cities in 1954 to head up the architecture 
school at the University of Minnesota, a woman 
approached him to ask if he would design her a 
home. Attractive, wealthy, and persuasive, Betty 
Poole had recently inherited a wooded lot on 
Lotus Lake in rural Chanhassen and wished to put 
up a summer cottage. Her husband, a successful 
Wisconsin businessman, didn't share his wife's 
love of Minnesota, so the place didn't need to 
be big—he had no plans to visit. The only design 
elements Poole insisted on were a studio where 
she could paint and a garage where she could 
park her white Thunderbird. 
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Above: The wide, gallery-like corridor 
accommodates the dining table, which 
enjoys adjacency to the two-sided fireplace. 
Right: Perhaps most remarkable is the 
preservation of the original galley kitchen, 
which is small by today's standards. 


Rapson took the commission, producing a 
rectangular 40- by 60-foot glass-walled jewel 
box with stunning views of the trees and lake. 
The project, completed in 1958, didn't bring the 
architect much fame or income, but Rapson 
must have sensed that his client respected 

his aesthetic approach, would allow him some 
latitude with the design, and would maintain the 
integrity of the place for as long as she owned 
it. What Rapson couldn't have known was that 
the Poole House would become a lasting part 
of his legacy, meticulously cared for by a chain 
of owners who cherished his work. 


Interestingly, the house that lies on Mohawk 
Drive at the west end of Lotus Lake today is not 
the house that Rapson originally envisioned. 
The first sketches of the Poole House, preserved 
on sheets of onion-skin drafting paper in 

the Northwest Architectural Archives at the 
University of Minnesota, suggest that the 
architect toyed with other possibilities: a cottage 
with sloped roofs, another that looked like 
geometric mushrooms with a cantilevered 
upper story that dwarfed the lower level. 


Rapson eventually settled on a one-story, flat- 
roofed box. Bisected by a central corridor running 
north-south and a shorter breezeway running 
east-west, the plan resembled a long rectangle 
divided into four unequally sized parts: kitchen 
and living room, sleeping quarters, studio, and

garage. Rapson wrapped the structure around 
a tree that stands sentinel, even today, outside 
the entry door. 


Perhaps the most striking thing about the 

home is its transparency. Each room, with the 
exception of the bath, features a wall of glass— 
floor to ceiling and end to end. The central 
corridor is further daylit by a circular skylight. 
Even the fireplace has glass on two sides, giving 
the sense at night that the entire residence is 
gathered around a flickering campfire. 


Contemporary visitors might take a look at the 
wood paneling in the family room, the terrazzo 
floors in the dining area, and the colorfully tiled 
sunken tub in the bathroom and conclude that 
the home has survived the decades without 
alteration. But they would be wrong: When Betty 
Poole died, in the early 1970s, her will designated 
Rapson as the home's new custodian. The 
architect in turn sold it to one of his associates, 
Timothy Stone, who bought the house on the 
condition that he could make some changes 

in keeping with the original design. Rapson 
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assented, and Stone, formerly one of Rapson's 
students, enclosed part of the breezeway and 
converted the studio into a family room. He also 
built a new garage, transforming the old space 
into a bedroom. 


The changes satisfied Rapson and made the 
house more livable for Stone, his wife, and their 
two young children. Stone, who sold the house 
in the late 1970s and now lives in Florida, recalls 
that the Poole House was a wonderful place in 
the summer and fall. But winters could be harsh, 
he says, as cold seeped through the glass.

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And the size of the house—even expanded to 
2,000 square feet—was tight for a clan of four. 
"The house simply did not lend itself to family 
living," says Stone. "We had to accommodate our 
living to suit the house." 


The Stones sold the residence to Peter and 
Hermine Lustig, a Dutch couple who inhabited 
the house for nearly three decades without 
making significant changes—with one exception. 
Peter, an artist, added several acrylic sculptures 
as design details. The Lustigs made a point of 
meeting with Rapson in an effort to understand

the ideas that had gone into the design. When 
Hermine, widowed in the late 1990s, finally sold 
the home in 2003, she insisted that Rapson vet 
the new owners. 


The Poole House is currently in the care of 
Matt and Liz Tibbetts, who have made small 
maintenance alterations to the house as 
necessary—replacing windows on the lake side 
and wood warped by steam from an indoor 
dryer—but otherwise have left it untouched. 
Former Minneapolis residents, they admit that 
swapping a 2,200-square-foot Tudor with 
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a basement and an attic (the Poole House 

has neither) for Rapson's Chanhassen cottage 
required some significant downsizing. "We had 
to edit our lifestyle quite a bit to move out here," 
says Matt. 


But adjustments aside, the couple remains 
charmed by the home's simplicity, which they 
say now suits their lifestyle nearly perfectly. 
"We didn't want a great room,” says Liz. “And 
the galley kitchen works for us just fine." They've 
furnished the home with contemporary pieces 
that fit the midcentury environment. "We 
wanted a house that had a 'style," says Matt. 
They, too, eventually met with and befriended 
Rapson before his death in 2008. 


The Tibbettses put the house on the market in 
2015, intending to move to a warmer climate for 
retirement. But like previous owners they worry 
about the future of the Poole House—that the 
next owner might want to add a second story 
or tear the place down altogether. They want 

to sell to a caretaker like the Stones, the Lustigs, 
or a modern-day Betty Poole. "When you 
purchase a house like this, you realize you're 
not the owners," says Matt. "You're just the 
temporary caretaker. You need to pass it along 
to someone who values and respects it as 

much as you do." AMN

Waconia isn't like its neighbors. There are 
no steeply gabled roofs or faux columns. 
Instead, the boxy forms are clad in white 
stucco, brick, dark-stained cedar, and glass. 


Walk through the entryway framed by Corten 
steel, and a two-story living room opens to 
the lake view. Furnished with only a sectional, 
nubby rug, and grand piano, it is spare—and 
stunning. Ditto for the open kitchen, where 
no overhead cabinets block the view, nothing 
clutters the counters, and vents, lighting, 

and speakers are concealed in the ceiling. 


Besides an office with two desktops off 
the kitchen, the only other downstairs room 
is a swimming pool.

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the master suite and children's wing top 
opposite sides of the house.

In what can best be described as an architect's 
dream project, Jayson and Cristine wanted a 
house made beautiful by the architecture, not 
its adornments. "The house isn't cluttered, but it 


isn't cold or forbidding, either,” says Tim Alt, AIA, 


of ALTUS Architecture * Design. The design 
"is about how they live—not what they have." 


The Docks have six kids ranging in age from 

8 to 17, so how they live can be summed up 

in one word: actively. "They wanted the house 
to be indestructible, and they wanted it to 

be a gathering place for family and friends— 
to engender togetherness,” says Alt. 


Cristine grew up in a one-room Japanese-style 
house designed by her father. During Jayson's 
time in the Air Force, the couple remodeled 
several older houses. When they bought the 
lot on Lake Waconia and decided to build, they 
were laser-focused on something different— 
open spaces, a contemporary look, and durable 
materials. "This was going to be a house that 
was more than just a work of art,” says Jayson, 
who along with Cristine brought strong ideas 
to the design process. "Everything had to have 
a purpose."

Starting with the elevation. Rather than digging 
a basement and disturbing the 200-year-old oak 
trees, the owners and architect set the house 

at ground level. "It creates an immediacy of 
movement from the inside to the outside," 

Says Jayson. 


The dining area off the kitchen reaches out 
toward the lake. On a hot day, the older folks 
can sit in air-conditioned comfort and watch 
the activity outside. The eating counter in the 
kitchen has an organic, piano-like shape, so 
family members can see each other and talk as 
they eat. And in place of bar stools that always 
need straightening, eight seats are cantilevered 
off a steel column like spokes off the hub of an 
axle. To accommodate the different ages of the 
kids, the wooden seats screw up and down. 


The leather-finish Silestone bar and Caesarstone 
countertops require no maintenance. And a 
vacuum and dry mop take care of the polished 
concrete floors throughout the main level. 

"The kids can skateboard through the living room. 
They can come in from the beach and be all 
sandy and have a snack here in the kitchen," says 
Cristine. "We can have 15 crazy 11-year-olds from 
my son's hockey team swimming and eating, or 
70 choir kids here after a performance. l've never 
been in a house that works this well." 


Even the swimming pool is designed for easy 
upkeep. The saltwater pool and hot tub is in 

a long room with its own air-conditioning and 
heating, so the pool smell never reaches the rest 
of the house. Walls of specialized backer board 
can take the water and humidity—which work 
their oxidizing magic on a Corten steel cabinet 
in the pool bathroom. 


The upstairs is perhaps even more customized 
than the downstairs. The master suite includes 

a rubber-floored exercise room, a precisely 
detailed bathroom, and a bedroom with a bed, 
chair, and telescope. A floor of end-grain Douglas 
fir lends visual texture to the spare space.

In the hands of the architects, 
the solar water-heating 
system became an interesting 
exterior design element. 


complex was key to making the building engage 
with the neighborhood. Last, the structure 
needed to align aesthetically with three housing 
complexes erected at the same intersection 

by Hope Community. 


MSR produced a design composed of two 
rectangular four-story boxes separated by 

a fenced-in courtyard and play area. (Below 
each building is a parking garage.) The public 
entrances are glassed in, and ground-floor units 
walk out to the street or the courtyard. Roughly 
half of the upper-floor units have balconies, 
and a few have projecting bays. Painted red, 
the bays animate the exterior surface, as do 
blocks of black graffiti-resistant masonry

beige and white siding set in a random formation 
on the upper levels. 


The variations on the exterior are mirrored inside 
the building, where modifications of the basic 
unit design give prospective renters a wealth of 
choices. "Not everybody wants the same thing," 
says MSR principal Paul Mellblom, AIA, who 
oversaw the project. "You may have cyclists who 
want a unit on the ground level, where they can 
walk right out the door. You may have families 
who don't want their kids wandering onto the 
street but who like being outdoors, so they want 
a balcony. Or you may have an individual who 
wants more square footage, so we offered bays." 
In other cases, sociology informed the design: 
Mellblom says that past affordable-housing

clients have suggested studio apartments for 
people transitioning from homelessness, because 
the tenants have few belongings and often grow 
anxious if everything isn't in sight. 


The Rose's floor plans vary, but the quality of 
the finishes and fixtures in each unit—whether 
market-rate or affordable—is consistent. Every 
kitchen has attractive, locally sourced granite 
countertops and Energy Star stainless-steel 
appliances. Floors are ground limestone mixed 
with a soy-based binder. The interior paints 
contain no volatile organic compounds (VOCs) 
that might off-gas like latex's traditional acrylic 
binders and pigments. Tall picture windows with 
insulated frames and specialty glazing maximize 
daylighting while also blocking noise from the 


Daylight modeling allowed the architects to optimize the 
window-to-wall ratio. The design provides natural light 
to every room and circulation space except bathrooms 


nearby freeway. A costly yet efficient five-step, 
dedicated outdoor air system on the rooftop 
ensures that each unit receives fresh, clean air— 
never recycled from other units or tainted 

by car emissions. 


MSR, Hope Community, and Aeon pushed 

the envelope at every turn, researching 
environmentally healthy materials and systems 
until they found the best choice their money 
could buy. The result? Water use at the Rose 

is expected to be half that of a similarly sized 
conventional apartment building. Thirty-five 
percent of the hot water is solar-heated. The 
project's energy use intensity (EUI) is expected 
to rate 30—a figure that is 72 percent more 
efficient than the building-code baseline. 

And the construction cost came in at just 

$156 per square foot. The project seeks to add 
a photovoltaic solar farm to offset remaining 
electrical use.

that achieved Living Building certification leaps 


out of fog. That is architecture informed by 
place and climate. 


If you're trying to meet little incremental goals, 
then yes, “green” buildings can look like anything. 
But architects and the broader design community 
should be aiming for much higher performance 
targets and doing it in a way that doesn't result 
in ugly Rube Goldberg buildings like we had in the 
1970s. Can we make great architecture from real 
sustainability? That's very fertile eround 

for architects. 


At earlier points in your career, you were closely 
involved in advancing the two certification 
programs you just referenced—the U.S. Green 
Building Council's LEED system and the 
International Living Future Institute's more 
ambitious Living Building Challenge. It sounds 
like you have a more favorable view of the latter. 
| helped found the USGBC's Maine chapter as a 
young architect, and | later served on the national 
board for four years. | learned a lot from those 
experiences, all centered on the many challenges 
we face in getting real change to happen. 


The Living Building Challenge, launched by my 
friend Jason McLennan in 2006, came along at 

a time when many of us in the green-building 
movement had designed LEED Platinum projects 
and had realized it was too easy. We thought that 
the pinnacle of sustainable design ought to be 
harder to achieve, and that the buildings ought 
to be more transformative in their communities. 


The Living Building Challenge made us ask 
ourselves: Can we design buildings that are truly 
carbon neutral? Can they balance the water 

cycle on their site? Can they be made only of 
healthy materials? | thought to myself, "This is 
completely impossible—but it's exactly what we 
should be pursuing.” Because if we fail, is it really

find ways to help architects and their clients 
pursue increasingly difficult targets, with the 
goal of arriving at ecologically sustainable 
communities. That makes buildings beyond 
LEED Platinum and approaching the Living 
Building Challenge an exciting area for 
research right now. 


What other current CSBR efforts are you 
excited about? 

We're creating some prototypes for the 
redevelopment of the Ford site in St. Paul 
that look to the Living Building Challenge as 
inspiration. We have a concept where, with 

all development designed to meet the energy 
targets of SB 2030 and integrated with solar 
roofs and district energy, we can get to a net- 
zero neighborhood. We're now modeling what 
it takes to reach those goals. The next step 

is to figure out what the incremental costs 
are to get that increased level of performance. 


The idea is to share our findings with developers 
and architects to give them a jump-start— 
to say, "Here we've made a first pass at it to 
see what might work, what might not work, 
and what improvements might yield the most 

cost-effective performance gains." If we can help 


architects waste less time eoing down dead ends, 


they'll have more time to innovate and maybe 
even think of some things we didn't think about. 


What are you reading right now? 

Landscape architect John Tillman Lyle's 
Regenerative Design for Sustainable Development 
has been an inspiration to me since | was in 
graduate school. He has a diagram in the book 
of what a regenerative system—one that renews 
its sources of energy and materials—looks like 
and how it's different than just ereening 
something, and l've basically spent the past 22 
years trying to figure out how to adapt it to the 
built environment. A more recent book | keep. 
thinking about is Bill McKibben's Eaarth: Making 
a Life on a Tough New Planet.

timber) structural forms, students access 
two three-story academic wings housing the 
school's four learning academies. After an 
introductory freshman year, students focus 
their studies in areas such as engineering and 
technology, business and entrepreneurship, 
and health sciences. 


The design and placement of these focused 

lab spaces was highly intentional, says 
Duwenhoegger. For example, the school's design- 
build workshop and culinary lab lie directly off 
the commons. "Most schools have the industrial 
arts off in a back area," he says. "We put it front 
and center. That tells the kids, 'We want you 

to think about this." 


But the signature feature of the building 

is, without question, light. The commons 
culminates in a three-story wall of glass at each 
end. The academic areas have punched windows, 
and the learning studios have operable windows. 
Clerestories and large corner windows can be 
found throughout the structure. "What people 
always remark on is the quality of natural light— 
the interiors come alive even on a cloudy day,” 
says Pfluger. "It's amazing in the late afternoon, 
when the sun gets low. It fills the space and 
bounces everywhere." 


In the learning areas, Cuningham Group 
broke with the painted concrete block that 
defines so many high school hallways in favor 
of large, economical ceramic tile. Floors in the 
learning areas are carpeted, and transparent 
modular wall systems—much sleeker than 
the accordion-style versions of yesteryear— 
can be easily reconfigured. 


Siting was critical in optimizing the 138-acre 
campus. The architects placed the building on 
a knoll that opens to wetlands on lower ground, 
and they preserved a stand of windbreak trees. 
The property's woods and wetlands naturally 
collect and manage stormwater while offering 
students a wide array of environmental 
learning opportunities. 


"The space, the colors, the flow—it's just a very 
welcoming building," says Duwenhoegger. 
"It's really changed how we educate kids." AMN 
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plays, chorale concerts, performances by 
SPA's two student orchestras, films, and 
school assemblies. 


Fine-Tuning 

SPA seniors who have been performing in shows 
ranging from one-act plays to full productions 
since middle school expound on how well 

the Huss Center supports a performing-arts 
curriculum for music, dance, theater, and 
behind-the-scenes production, such as set 
design. "The opportunities we have with this 
stage—the amount of space, the precision 

of the acoustics, and the lighting capabilities— 
are incredible," says one student. 


These young performers and their teachers 

are learning how to play this professional-grade 
theater like an instrument, fine-tuning it as they 
experiment with staging, lighting, and sound. The 
many hours spent rehearsing and performing in 
the space have instilled in the students a feeling 
of comfort and ownership that makes them 
much less nervous when the curtain rises. "It's 
one thing to rehearse in a studio and never see 
the stage until the week prior to opening—it's a 
cool experience to see everything come together 
so swiftly,” the same student adds. "But it's 

so easy and gratifying to perform on the stage 
you've become so familiar with." AMN

The children's wing feels like a tree house. 
Colorful stained-plywood walls individualize 
the three two-level bedrooms, each of which 
sports bunk beds and a loft. "We wanted each 
room to hold as many people as possible," 
says Cristine. The boys and girls each have 
their own bathroom, and they share a laundry 
room. Sliding steel doors can separate 

the girls’ section from the boys’. 


In the same way that a novel can universalize 
the story of particular people, a house designed 
for the needs of a particular family can highlight 
universal design issues. "This house generates 
a lot of discussion about how families live," 
says Alt. "It expresses flexible, integrated, 

and dynamic spaces for living." 


For the Docks, says Jayson, "it's like living at the 
lake year-round." Or, as Cristine puts it, "We just 
kind of eased up on the living." AMN

In the end, MSR was the right partner because 
it was willing to try new things, Arthur observes.
